Утв :—We have the honor to submit the following report of the 
condition of the Normal Schools of the State for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1882: А 

We visited all of the schools during their respective Commencement 
occasions, witnessing their public exercises which were all good, and 
some deserve more than а passing notice. 

The teachers in these schools have been doing very efficient work 
and deserve commendation for their patient and faithful services. 

We regret to report the resignations of Miss M. L. Dickey, Princi- 
pal of the Fairmont State Normal School, and Prof. Joseph McMurran, 

rincipal of Shepherd College. Both of these teachers have been 
in the service of the State more than ten years continuously. Both 
have been very successful and their faithful services were contributed 
at a time in our educational history which makes thom doubly valu- 


able. Their retirement is a serious loss to the teaching force of the 
State. 


MARSHALL COLLEGE. 


This institution under the management of Prof. B. H. Thackston, 
who took charge of it at the opening of the school year has fairly 
prospered though it was greatly annoyed by prevailance of small-pox 
in the city near by, as was the case the year before. Exaggerated ro- 
ports got abroad and of course kept many students away. There is 
however a hopeful outlook for the school and we regard it as in a 
healthy condition, though not as largely attended as it should and

The enrollment of this school reached one hundred and seven dur- 
ing the year, four of whom graduated and recoived diplomas. 

The Executive Committee recommends an appropriation for laying 
pavements along the streets bordering tho College grounds aggre- 
gating $2,250.00, and also an additional appropriation for repairs 
to the building and the purchase of books for the use of Normal pu- 
pils aggregating $705.00; total $2,955.00. The attention of tho Re- 
gents was not drawn to tho need of pavement when visiting tho 
school and we cannot therefore recommend on our own knowledge 
the necessity at this time of the work. The recommendation for 
funds to purchase text-books for the use of pupils applies with equal 
force to all the schools and -we therefore recommend an appropria- 
tion for each school for this purpose, We also recommend that an 
appropriation of $300.00 be made for additional repairs to the school 
building and approaches, so as to make the rooms intended for 


* boarders comfortable. 


FAIRMONT STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 


This School under the management of Miss М. L. Dickey and four 
assistants, made a greater enrollment than ever before in its prosper- 
ous history. The enrollment reached two hundred and twenty-eight 
students, representing twenty-three counties of the State. Nearly 
all of these were actual teachers or were preparing tbemselves for 
that business. From the report of the Treasurer of the Executive 
Committee we make the following financial showing of the School:

Nine persons, fivo ladies and four gentlemen, completed the course 
of instruction and were granted diplomas. We renew our госот- 
mondation for a small appropriation to purchase cases for books, ap- 
paratus aud specimens now in the School. A State Institution of the 
importance and value to the educational power of the State this 
is, should be carefully oncouraged 1а its efforts to make permanent 
additions to its educational efficiency. No institution in the State 
has а more numerous or enthusiastic alumni. A very largo propor- 
tion of them are engaged in the educational, work of tho State. 


SHEPHERD COLLEGE. 


This school under the able leadership of Prof. Joseph McMurran, 
enrolled fifty-eight pupils during the past year, nine of whom, three 
gentlemen and six ladies, comepleted the normal course and were 
granted diplomas. From the report of the Treasurer of the Execu- 
tive Committee the following financial exhibit is made :.

By an unintentional oversight a recommendation Юг repairs for 
this school was not made in our last report, though money was 
badly needed for that purpose. There has not, in the ten years this 
school property has been under the control of the State, been any 
money given by the State for repairs though the house—a very sub- 
stantial, largo and convenient building—is perpetually leased to the 
State free of cost, for the purposes of a Normal School. Appropria- 
tions for repairs for all the other Normal School buildings have once 
or twice been made to each,—yet none too often—while this building 
has had nothing whatever. Some repairing in the plastering, paint- 
ing, doors, windows, seats, etc., is now badly needed. We there- 
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fore recommend an appropiation of $500 for these purposes and $200 
to purchase cases fur books and specimens of minerals, etc., donated 
the school. Nothing can add to the attractiveness of our State Insti- 
tutions more than to foster the growing inclination of their res- 
pective alumni and other friends, to donate valuable collections of 
specimens for the study of the natural sciences. Small appropriations 
should be made to furnish cases to preserve such donations. 


CONCORD NORMAL SCHOOL. 


This School, under the efficient management of Prof. J. H. French 
and his assistants, has had marked success during the past year. The 
enrollment reaching ninety students, thirty-four ladies and fifty-six 
gentlemen, eleven of whom, three ladies and eight gentlemen, grad- 
uated and were granted diplomas. From the report of the Executive ' 
Committee we make the following financial showing:

INSURANCE. 


The policies of insurance have all been renewed aggregating the 
sum of $31,667, the premium on which for three years has been 
paid out of the appropiation of $475 for that purpose, leaving no bal- 
ance to the credit of that fund. 


REGENTS EXPENSES. 


The appropriation of $300 for the expenses of the Regents in their 
annual visit as required by law, was barely sufficient for the travel- 
ing expenses last year, when only part of the members of the Board 


attended. The sum should be increased. 
TEACHERS SALARIES FOR 1879-80. 


There is a considerable balance due the teachers of the Normal 
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\ 

Schools for tho усаг onding in Juno, 1880, on account of failure of the 
Legislature of the year before to make the usual appropriation for 
their maintainance. This matter was called to tho attention of the 
last Legislature by your Excolloncy and we doom it important for tho 
good faith of tho State, though not technically bound to pay, to make 
provision for its faithful servants who havo dono tho Stato most val- 
uable servico. There is nothing defective or dishonest about tho 
claims of these teachers. They aro just claims апа should bo paid. 
The sum amounts to less than $5,000.

FOR THE SUPPORT OF THE NORMAL SCHOOLS. 


Wo recommend an appropriation of $12,000 for the support of tho 
Normal Schools for the year ending Soptember 30, 1883; a like sum 
for the year ending Soptembor 80, 1884, and tho sum of $6,000 for 
half tho year ending September 30, 1885, to be paid under the pro- 
visions of the present general law on the subject. It is vory import- 
ant to have appropriations mado in advance as it is difficult toinduco 
teachors to engage their services whore the pay is uncertain, and, 
whon itis paid, comes at the closo of the year. It should bo paid 
quarterly.
